Pitching a remedy to get 
Alberta’s finances on track, Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice says a new 
health-care fee will be included 
in Alberta’s 2015 budget. 

In a taped televised speech 
Tuesday night, Prentice said he 
would take bold steps to reel 
in costs and wean the province 
off its dependence on energy 
revenues. 

But he said that won’t be 
enough, as Alberta stares down 
a potential shortfall in excess 
of $20 billion over the next 


three years. 

“This is not just about con¬ 
trolling costs,” he said. “As I’ve 
emphasized tonight, we also 
need to get our program ex¬ 
penditures off their energy rev¬ 
enue roller-coaster and make 
our revenues more secure. 

“As one key example, when 
we present our new budget, 
we will be asking Albertans to 
begin to contribute directly to 
the costs of the health system. 
This revenue will start small 
but grow over three years.” 

Past Alberta Health data indi¬ 
cates the province took in $1 
billion annually in health-care 
premiums before they were 
abolished by former premier 
Ed Stelmach in 2009. At the 
time, the premiums cost $1,056 
per family and single Albertans 
paid $528. Some workers, how¬ 
ever, had all or a portion of 
the levy covered by employers.

Prentice’s

Premier Jim Prentice set pun¬ 
dits’ heads swirling with his 
televised speech Tuesday, as 


he appeared to walk back an 
original pledge from his gov¬ 
ernment to cut departmental 
spending by five per cent. 

“The budget starts with 
the premise that we need to 
get our costs under control,” 
the premier said in the pre¬ 
recorded address. “And one of 
the things you will see in this 
budget, in fact in our projec¬ 
tion for the next three budgets, 
is holding the line of govern¬ 
ment expenditures.” 

Still, the premier noted 
that a zeroing of funding still 


amounts to a cut because it fails 
to address an additional 80,000 
people expected to flood into 
the province this year alone. 

But it was a less dire finan¬ 
cial forecast than one offered 
in February by Finance Min¬ 
ister Robin Campbell, who 
said the province’s plan was 
to slash spending by five per 
cent, a move that would save 
$2 billion. 

Word of the cut stirred sharp 
reaction from union representa¬ 
tives and advocates alike — the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association,

“It’s regular PC strategy — 
paint the gloom and doom and 
come back and say it’s going 
to be bad, but not as bad as 
it was,” he said, later adding, 
“We’re still going to be losing 
a fair number of teachers in 
the province.”

Five late-night buses sched¬ 
uled to start this September 
will launch without additional 
security measures in place to 
keep riders or drivers safe. 


City officials said it’s too 
early to tell if added features 
such as a shield for drivers, 
or security cameras, will be 
needed on the new routes. 

“Safety and security is fully 
aware of this late-night ser¬ 
vice going in ... so they’ll keep 
a close eye on it to maintain 
safety and security for all of 
our customers,” said Bill Sa- 
bey, director of customer ser¬ 
vice with Edmonton Transit. 

Union reps have raised con¬ 
cerns about operators’ safety 
due to the late-night crowds 
hopping aboard. 

Starting Sept. 6, routes 1, 4, 
8 and 9 will run until 3 a.m.

Lawyers seek ball 
ruling for Khadr 


Omar Khadr was brought 
into a courtroom in Edmon¬ 
ton Tuesday morning, un¬ 
shackled, wearing jeans and 
a white polo shirt, smiling at 
the court staff before sitting 
quietly as his lawyers argued 
for his release. 

This is the third time the 
28-year-old has been seen in 
public since he was trans¬ 
ferred to Canada in 2012. 

Tuesday’s hearing was to 
decide whether Khadr will 
get bail after nearly 13 years 
in custody. 

Lawyer Nathan Whitling 
urged Justice June Ross to 
treat Khadr “no different¬ 
ly than any other prisoner 
in Canada,” who is entitled 
to bail while his case is ap¬ 
pealed. 

In 2010, Khadr pleaded 
guilty in Guantanamo to five 
Military Commissions Act of¬ 
fences, including “murder in 
violation of the laws of war,” 
in return for a deal that gave 
him an eight-year sentence 
and a chance to serve the 
remainder of it in Canada. 


Once back in Canada, 
Khadr recanted his confes¬ 
sion, denying that he threw 
the grenade that fatally 
wounded U.S. Delta Force 
soldier Christopher Speer 
during a 2002 firefight in 
Afghanistan when Khadr was 
shot and captured. 

He said he thought the plea 
deal was his only way out 
of Guantanamo, writing in 
a 2013 affidavit that he was 
left with “a hopeless choice.” 

Whitling told the court 
that Tuesday’s hearing was 
not about the conviction, but 
about habeas corpus, which 
is the right to challenge the 
legality of detention. 

Justice Ross will have to 
decide first if she has juris¬ 
diction to grant Khadr bail 
— and if so, whether he de¬ 
serves to be released pending 
his U.S. appeal. 

The federal government is 
contesting the bail, saying 
if granted it could jeopard¬ 
ize relations with the United 
States.

With several of Edmonton’s old¬ 
est structures facing a potential 
death by wrecking ball, a new 
group dedicated to heritage pres¬ 
ervation is hoping to draw atten¬ 
tion to what the city could lose. 

Heritage Forward is ask¬ 
ing Edmontonians to tag pic¬ 
tures of some of their favour¬ 
ite heritage properties using 
the hashtags #yegheritage and 
#ThisPlaceMatters. 

Dan Rose, a member of the 
group, said he wants people to 
take another look at historic 
structures in the city. 

“It’s really just to raise aware¬ 


ness about some of the heritage 
buildings we have and especially 
the ones that are threatened,” 
he said. 

Rose said many people aren’t 
aware that cities have tools to 
preserve heritage buildings. 

He said Edmonton’s plan for 
preserving buildings is excellent, 
but needs support behind it. 

“It’s by and large, I would say, 
a matter of political will and ad¬ 
ministrative will to actually im¬ 
plement some of these,” he said. 

City council has been wrest¬ 
ling with what to do about the 
Historic McDougal Church, 
which needs millions in up¬ 
grades. 

Rose said the best way to 
preserve heritage buildings is 
to make sure action is taken 
by all involved as the building 
matures and not when it’s on 
its last legs. 

Rose added the city needs to 
be “proactive about engaging 
with property owners and home- 
owners before buildings got to a 
point where it wasn’t econom¬ 
ical to keep them standing.”

Q THREE HISTORIC BUILDINGS UNDER THREAT

There are 112 buildings 
designated as ‘historic’ in 
Edmonton, up from just 20 
in 2000. 

But advocates say many in¬ 
teresting and old properties 
aren’t on the city’s radar, and 
face an uncertain future. 

Here are three on Heritage 
Forward’s ‘most threatened’ 
list: 


1. Leamington Mansion, 
114 St. at 101 Ave. 

Built in 1914 as a working- 
class apartment building in 
the Oliver area, Leamington 
Mansion has been called one 
of Edmonton’s most under ap¬ 
preciated historic buildings. It 
is now vacant and often filled 
with squatters. 

Why it matters: “If there 


was ever an ideal location 
and opportunity for a charac¬ 
ter condo, that’d be it,” said 
Dan Rose of grassroots advo¬ 
cacy group Heritage Forward. 
“People want to live in cool, 
historic buildings.” 

2. A. Minchau Blacksmith 
Shop, 81 Ave. at 102 St. 

Built in 1925, this old black¬ 
smith shop is a neglected site 


in a neglected area, according 
to Dan Rose of the Old Strath- 
cona Foundation. 

The owner of the building 
and surrounding land has ap¬ 
plied for a feasibility study 
from the city, which recom¬ 
mends whether it’s worth keep¬ 
ing the structure or levelling it. 

“It’s not threatened yet but 
it’s not protected either,” said 


Edmonton senior heritage plan¬ 
ner Robert Geldart. 

“This would be a great site 
for a small, local business,” 
added Rose. 

3. Graphic Arts Building, 
Jasper Ave. at 95 St. 

With an uncertain age and 
uncertain future, the Graphic 
Arts building is “totally vulner¬ 
able,” according to Geldart. 


Owned by the city, the down¬ 
town Graphic Arts structure 
may face a similar fate to that 
of the nearby Arteiy, thanks to 
the coming LRT line. 

“Coun. (Scott) McKeen has 
asked administration to look 
at options for the building, but 
the future remains unknown,” 
Geldart said.

The vast majority of the city’s 
construction projects arrive on 
time and on budget, but three big 
ventures that have been plagued 
by problems have one common 
denominator: They’re ambitious. 


Experts say complexity has 
played a big part in delaying the 
city’s bigger projects or sending 
them over budget. 

The new Walterdale Bridge 
remains on time, but its budget 
has swelled by $20 million, while 
delays with the signalling sys¬ 
tem on the Metro Line LRT have 
pushed a project otherwise on 
time and on budget back by more 
than a year. 

This week, bent girders at the 
102 Avenue bridge have added 
to the tally of problem-stricken 
projects. 

Bany Belcourt, the city’s man¬ 
ager of road design and construc¬ 
tion, said bridges are one of the 
most complicated things the 


city builds. 

He said road projects, in com¬ 
parison, generally arrive on time 
and on budget, but don’t have 
anywhere near the same chal¬ 
lenges. 

When it comes to roads, “We 
aren’t building (them) overtop 
a river and we aren’t building 
overtop another road,” he said, 
alluding to the Walterdale and 
102 Avenue bridge problems. 

Belcourt admits complexity 
adds challenges, but said there 
are plenty of projects that arrive 
exactly as hoped. 

“When you put it in a big pic¬ 
ture, it’s a small percentage, but 
yes, these are high-risk projects,” 
he said. 


Simaan AbouRizlc, professor 
of construction engineering and 
management at the University 
of Alberta, said the city’s track 
record on projects is good and 
they’ve delivered many complex 
ones on time. 

“Complexity is definitely a 
factor that increases the uncer¬ 
tainty, but that doesn’t mean it’s 
a certainty that when a project is 
complex it will go over budget or 
schedule,” AbouRizlc said. 

He said as the city gets more 
experience dealing with these 
kinds of projects the likelihood 
of problems falls. 

“The more you do, the lesser 
the uncertainty is and the less 
chance of problems.”

Fingers crossed for 
Smart Fare funding 


Regional partners will be watch¬ 
ing Thursday’s provincial budget 
with frayed nerves, eager to hear 
if the Smart Fare project can 
move ahead as planned. 

“We’ve heard whispers that 
it may not happen, but we’re 
... hopeful,” said Matthew Car¬ 
penter, director of transit with 
Strathcona County. “We certainly 
all have options.” 

Smart Fare is a project to bring 
real-time information to buses. 

The City of Edmonton, St. 
Albert and Strathcona County 
all have a tie into the project, 
which requires about two-thirds 
of the $42 million project cost 
to come from provincial Green- 
TRIP funding. 

St. Albert administration 
said if the provincial dollars 
fall through, it’s too early to 
tell what their next steps will be. 

“It’s a little premature for us 
to say we have a different ap¬ 
proach than what we’re talc-

ing, but we will undoubtedly 
be speaking with Edmonton 
and Strathcona, once we know 
what’s going to happen with 
our joint application,” said Bob 
McDonald, director of transit 
with St. Albert. 

Edmonton officials planned 
for smart fares—which could 
include paying with Interac Flash 
and credit cards aboard buses— 
to be offered to passengers in 
2018-2019. 

“Smart Fare will happen,” said 
Carpenter. “Whether it happens 
this time, or a few years from 
now, I don’t know.

Edmonton councillors stood in 
Churchill Square Tuesday after¬ 
noon and tuned their ears sky¬ 
ward, as police demonstrated 
what a new helicopter could 
sound like by flying it above 
them. 

Councillors approved 
$3.3 million for a police heli¬ 
copter during last year’s budget 
deliberations, and the police 


are studying what type of heli¬ 
copter would best fulfill their 
needs. 

Deputy chief Brian Simpson 
said police know that noise is 
an important factor when it 
comes to the helicopters, and 
they wanted to do more than 
just provide city council with 
decibel numbers. 

“You read things on a piece 
of paper, but, it’s a number,” 
Simpson said. 

“When you hear it in life, it 
means something that is rela¬ 
tive to eveiybody.” 

The two helicopters that 
flew over Churchill Square 
were the existing Edmonton 
Police Air machine and the Al¬ 
berta RCMP helicopter, which 
is a Eurocopter AS350. 

That machine is slightly lar¬ 
ger than the one Edmonton 
Police currently use. 


Simpson said the police are 
still working through a long¬ 
term process to pick a new 
helicopter for the force and 
the noise issue is just one more 
piece of the puzzle. 

“It’s all about the overall in¬ 
formation and this a piece of 
information in this process,” 
he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
glad the police decided to do 
the demonstration, because 
decibel numbers don’t have a 
lot of meaning. 

“It’s sometimes easier to 
just hear subjectively what 
the sound difference is,” he 
said. 

He said people have got 
used to the noise generated 
from the current police heli¬ 
copter, so noise will have to 
be a consideration for the 
new one. 


FINANCES 

Wildrose accuses government 
of overspending last March 


Government spending surged 
dramatically last March as de¬ 
partments hit the end of their 
fiscal year, according to docu¬ 
ments released by the official 
opposition party. 

Wildrose leader Heather 
Forsyth said the $104 million 
spent in March of 2014 is a 
clear sign the government is 
not changing its ways. 

“I thought we were kind of 
changing and people assumed 
in government it is not always 
best to spend like drunken 
sailors,” she said. 

Forsyth listed several pur¬ 


chases she deemed troubling 
that were completed as the 
fiscal year wound down. 

They include $80,000 for 
new legislature chairs, $28,000 
in park benches and almost 
$10,000 for new china for the 
premier’s office. 

She said departments seem 
to conclude any money that 
can be spent should be spent. 

“Just because you have a 
little bit of money at the end 
of the month doesn’t mean 
you go out and spend it all,” 
she said. 

In question period, Finance 


Minister Robin Campbell said 
the government was watch¬ 
ing every penny and no de¬ 
partment was exceeding its 
budget. 

“Each ministry is account¬ 
ability to the legislature and 
the public for their expenses,” 
he said. 

Premier Jim Prentice also 
said there was no high-end 
china in his office. 

“I can assure the honourable 
member that the only china in 
my office is cardboard and it 
says Tim Hortons on the side.”

Bent girders 
might not need 
major repairs

As two bent girders at the Groat 
Road bridge moved by mere 
millimetres Tuesday, the road 
itself may have moved closer 
to an early re-opening. 

A 1,200-tonne crane pulled on 
two of four bent girders installed 
at the bridge Tuesday morning, 
and there were results. 

“We actually saw movement. 
So seeing movement is a good 
sign,” said Bany Belcourt, the 
city’s branch manger of road 
design and construction. 

The girders buckled early last 
Monday morning, resulting in 
the current closure of Groat 
Road to traffic. 


Straightening the girders in 
place is the city’s first option for 
repairing the bridge. It would al¬ 
low Groat Road to be re-opened 
more quickly. 

The second and slower op¬ 
tion, if straightening the gird¬ 
ers doesn’t work, is to remove 
them. 

Belcourt said the movement 
observed Tuesday is positive but 
doesn’t mean the city won’t 
have to yank the girders out. 

“It doesn’t rule out removing 
all the girders at this time if we 
can’t get them vertical,” he said. 

The crane is lifting the gird¬ 
ers at a gradual pace, exerting 
more pressure bit by bit, said 
Belcourt. 

The weight of the girders 
is now fully supported by the 
crane, which is pulling the gird¬ 
ers gradually upward to see if 
they will straighten. 

Belcourt said if everything 
does go to plan, the city will 
have to thoroughly inspect the 
girders before continuing with 
the bridge project.

Roughly 85 
per cent of students own a cell¬ 
phone. That puts at their finger¬ 


tips the ability to manage their 
reputation — and each other’s 
— leading to a culture in which 
teens are now policing teens, 
choosing when and if to cap¬ 
ture and broadcast each other’s 
youthful indiscretions. 

A code among peers 

When it comes to posting a 
photo of a peer, Halifax teens 
Morgan and Rachel have a check¬ 
list: first, are you friends with 
this person? And second, does 
the photo make them look good? 

If the answer to either is “no,” 
an unspoken courtesy exists to 
ask a person’s permission first, 
a gesture both girls say they do 
and expect done in return. 

In a recent study of more than 
5,000 teens, nine out of 10 said 
they expect to be asked permis¬ 
sion before someone posts their 


photo online if it could be con¬ 
sidered negative, says Matthew 
Johnson, director of education 
for MediaSmarts. 

Teens are aware of the risks of 
sharing online material, Johnson 
says. He notes the exhaustive 


lengths most teens 
undergo to custom¬ 
ize their privacy set¬ 
tings and delete con¬ 
tent to curate their 
accounts so as not to 
cause trouble with 
parents and main¬ 
tain a “perfect” im¬ 
age to their peers. 

Johnson says this 
is why apps that 
promise temporal¬ 
ity like Snapchat — 
in which photo and 
video messages van¬ 
ish after viewing them — are 
soaring in popularity among 
teens because they are an “es¬ 
cape valve” from the demands 
of their self-surveillance. 

“It removes that need to think 
veiy carefully about the impres¬ 
sion that you’re making. It lets 
you be casual in a way that you 
really can’t with Faceboolc or 
Twitter where something is ex¬ 
pected to be permanent.” 

Teens and permanence 

Digital permanence is the most 
difficult lesson for teens to learn 
in digital literacy, Johnson says. 

“Obviously permanence is 
general and is a difficult idea for 
teens. It’s not in their nature to 
see too far beyond the horizon.” 

He said most teens grasp the 
basics: online content can be 
viewed by unintended third par¬ 
ties and then copied and repro¬ 
duced without their knowledge. 


But the crux of the 
problem today is 
the struggle to get 
teens to see long¬ 
term consequences 
of what they post 
online, not simply 
what their friends 
might think. 

Learning where 
to draw the fine or 
what to share and 
with whom is all 
the harder to navi¬ 
gate for a generation 
whose communica¬ 
tion also happens digitally, says 
Lariy Borins, a clinical psycholo¬ 
gist in Toronto. 

“(Social media) is platform 
to get attention,” Borins said. 
“It’s a microphone — more like 
a megaphone. Anything that 
is expressed off-screen is just 
amplified on-screen.” 

The past is the past, right?' 

Laura pauses from sending a text 
to explain that as an exchange 
student from Colombia, she was 
advised to purge her online ac¬ 
counts of any inappropriate ma¬ 
terial before coming to Halifax. 

“Here, you come to a host 
family. They don’t know you. 
So they’re going through your 
Faceboolc. You don’t want them 
to see you drinking or partying 
or anything like that,” Laura 
says. “If there’s a picture of you 
drinking, you wouldn’t want it 
on your Faceboolc because you 


could go home.” 

The table of four at this Hali¬ 
fax high school erupts in a round 
of “Oh yeah”s when I ask if they 
will be embarrassed by what 
they see of themselves online by 
the time they’re my age. 

“No regrets for 
that,” says Pietro. 

“The past is the 
past, right?” 

Borins is as 
stumped as other 
experts when it 
comes to whether 
young people can 
afford to make mis¬ 
takes in an age when 
their actions can be 
recorded and shared 
virally and what that 
effect will have on 
them as adults. 

“Adolescence is all about 
learning from mistakes and 
taking risks,” he says. “Teens 
are stepping out into the un¬ 
known and they’re learning stuff 
about themselves through that 
process.” 

One possibility is young 
people may find themselves 
afraid to take as many risks — 
a hard but necessary reality he 
speculates will be required to 
meet the demands of an increas¬ 
ingly online world. 

“Once it’s printed, once it’s 
out there, you can’t retract it; 
you can’t take it down,” he says. 

However, Johnson says that 
unlike in previous generations, 
teenagers’ friends (along with 


their antics) are now colliding 
with their family and employers 
as never before through social 
media, which could lead to a 
sort of normalization. 

Having said that, his answer 
to resolving issues around on¬ 
line permanence is 
simple: better edu¬ 
cation. 

“As parents we 
have to recognize 
that teaching (teens) 
to curate their on¬ 
line identity is also 
teaching them to be 
able to hide things 
from us,” he says, 
noting that’s a nat¬ 
ural part of adoles¬ 
cence. 

“That’s why it’s 
so important at the 
same time as we teach them to 
manage their online privacy, we 
also make sure to respect their 
online privacy and reassure them 
that we have their back, rather 
than spying over their shoulder.”

IRAQ AND SYRIA 

Motion to be 
debated later 
this week 

The plan to expand Canada’s war 
against the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) into Syria 
hinges on the conviction that 
dictator Bashar Assad has lost 
control of the countiy, allowing 
extremists to pose a clear and 
direct threat to the internation¬ 
al community, Stephen Harper 
said Tuesday. 

But the question opposition 
parties were asking Tuesday was: 
What changed the prime minis¬ 
ter’s mind? 

When Canada’s combat mis¬ 
sion first got underway almost 
six months ago, Harper ruled 
out the possibility of CF-18s at¬ 
tacking targets in Syria, which 
has been home to a bloody four- 
year long civil war. 

At that time, he said the mil¬ 
itary would have to seek the 
permission of the Assad gov¬ 
ernment. 


But that changed Tuesday with 
the introduction of a proposed 
mission renewal, to be debated 
later this week, that would ex¬ 
pand airstrilces into Syria and 
extend the mission by a year. 

“As our allies have indicated, 
they are taking necessary and 
proportionate militaiy action in 
Syria on the basis that the gov¬ 
ernment of Syria is unwilling or 
unable to prevent ISIL from sta¬ 
ging operations and conducting 


attacks there,” Harper said. 

The effect of adding Syria to 
the target list has been to fur¬ 
ther unite political opposition 
at home — notably the Liberals, 
some of whom were uncomfort¬ 
able with the decision to oppose 
the initial deployment in the face 
of blatant ISIL atrocities.

U.S. ambassador 
says reception 
in Canada has 
been great 

The U.S. ambassador to Can¬ 
ada concludes the first year 
of his posting acutely aware 
that a single irritant over an 
oil pipeline has grabbed so 
much of the attention in the 
Canada-U.S. relationship. 

“I have noticed that. I def¬ 
initely have,” Bruce Heyman 
said in an interview this week 
during a trip to Washington, 
with his first year as ambas¬ 
sador drawing to a close. 

Indeed, the irritant in ques¬ 
tion is so well known that 
Heyman doesn’t even need to 
refer to Keystone XL by name: 
“I think the U.S. government 
is veiy aware of the Canadian 
position with regard to the 
pipeline.” 

Any doubt was extinguished 
early in his tenure. There was 
a testy exchange with former 
ambassador to Washington 
Frank McKenna at an initial 
public event in Ottawa. Meet¬ 
ings with Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper were rare. 

The Prime Minister’s Office 


says they’ve met twice, while 
the U.S. side notes they’ve met 
on different occasions when 
American cabinet secretaries 
were visiting Ottawa. 

Heyman is keen to accentu¬ 
ate the positive: Shared inter¬ 
national projects, like fighting 
ISIL and Ebola; last week’s his¬ 
toric border agreement on pre¬ 
clearance; countless cultural 
exchanges; the world’s biggest 
bilateral trading relationship. 

He says he’s getting a great 
reception across Canada and 
has been meeting with com¬ 


munity leaders, business 
people, premiers and gov¬ 
ernment officials in Ottawa. 

“I’m having the meetings 
that are necessary for me to 
have. I feel very comfortable 
that we’re driving outcomes 
in our bilateral relationship,” 
Heyman said Monday. 

“I can’t be distracted by 
some of those things that 
are there. I have to just get 
up every day, doing the very 
best I can on behalf of our two 
countries.”

Bill C-51 hinders 
civil rights: Critic 


The federal government’s omni¬ 
bus security bill would hand 
extremists what they want by 
shackling civil liberties, a prom¬ 
inent aboriginal lawyer and 
activist says. 

There is no way to fix the 
legislation, which “makes us all 
suspects,” said Pamela Palmater, 
chair in indigenous governance 
at Toronto’s Ryerson University. 

“The terrorists will have 
won,” Palmater said Tuesday 
during a meeting of the House 
of Commons public safety com¬ 
mittee, which is hearing more 
than 50 witnesses on the bill. 

The Conservatives brought in 
the 62-page bill following the 
murders of two Canadian sol¬ 
diers just days apart last Octo¬ 
ber by men whose motives were 
rooted in extremist thinking. 

The 62-page bill would give 
the Canadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service (CSIS) the abil¬ 
ity to actively disrupt terror 
plots, make it easier for police 
to limit the movements of a sus¬ 
pect, expand no-fly-list powers, 
crack down on extremist propa-

ganda and dismantle barriers 
to exchanging security-related 
information. 

Neither the new disruptive 
powers nor the information¬ 
sharing provisions apply to “law- 
fill” advocacy, protest and dis¬ 
sent, but some critics say these 
elements of the bill could be 
used against aboriginal and en¬ 
vironmental activists who pro¬ 
test outside the letter of the law.

White House 
and airline 
say no sign of 
terrorism 

A black box recovered from 
the scene and pulverized 
pieces of debris strewn 
across Alpine mountainsides 
held clues to what caused a 
budget airliner to take an 
unexplained eight-minute 
dive Tuesday midway through 
a flight from Spain to Ger¬ 
many, apparently killing all 
150 people on board. 

The Airbus A320 operated 
by Germanwings, a budget 
subsidiary of Lufthansa, was 
less than an hour from land¬ 
ing in Duesseldorf on a flight 
from Barcelona when it un¬ 
expectedly went into a rapid 
descent. The pilots sent out 


no distress call and had lost 
radio contact with their con¬ 
trol centre, France’s aviation 
authority said, deepening the 
mystery. 

While investigators 
searched through debris 
from Flight 9525 on steep 
and desolate slopes, families 
across Europe reeled with 
shock and grief. Sobbing rela¬ 
tives at both airports were 
led away by airport workers 
and crisis counsellors. 

“The site is a picture of 
horror. The grief of the fam¬ 
ilies and friends is immeasur¬ 
able,” German Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Franlc-Walter Steinmeier 
said after being flown over 
the crash scene. “We must 
now stand together. We are 
united in our great grief.” 

It took investigators 
hours to reach the site, led 
by mountain guides to the 
craggy ravine in the south¬ 
ern French Alps, not far from 


the Italian border and the 
French Riviera. 

Video shot from a heli¬ 
copter and aired by BFM TV 
showed rescuers walking in 
the crevices of a rocky moun¬ 
tainside scattered with plane 
parts. 

Photos of the crash site 
showed white flecks of debris 
across a mountain and larger 
airplane body sections with 
windows. A helicopter crew 
that landed briefly in the area 
saw no signs of life, French 
officials said. 


“Everything is pulverized. 
The largest pieces of debris 
are the size of a small car. No 
one can access the site from 
the ground,” Gilbert Sauvan, 
president of the general coun¬ 
cil, Alpes-de-Haute-Provence, 
told The Associated Press. 

The White House and the 
airline chief said there was 
no sign that terrorism was 
involved, and German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel urged 
reporters not to speculate on 
the cause.

Ontario, B.C. 
could lead 
country in 
growth rate 

Canadian households may save 
an average of $800 at pumps 
in 2015 — but as much as 
$600 of those savings will go 
to paying for the higher costs 
of imported consumer goods, 
TD Economics says in its latest 
forecast on the economy. 

Overall, TD trimmed its out¬ 
look for the Canadian econ¬ 
omy, as it predicted that lower 
prices for crude oil will take 
a bite out of corporate profits 
and business investment. That, 
in turn, will lead to lower con¬ 
sumer spending and a softer 
job market, according to the 
report released Tuesday. 

On the plus side, a weaker 
Canadian dollar and growth 
in the key U.S. export market 
will help offset the negative 
effects of the collapse in crude. 

“We anticipate that the Can¬ 
adian economy will weather 
the current oil-price storm, 
with calm seas expected to 
follow the current choppy wat¬ 
ers,” said the report, written 
by economists Craig Alexan¬ 
der, Derek Burleton and Ran¬ 
dall Bartlett. 

TD estimates that the econ¬ 
omy will expand by 1.9 per 
cent this year, down from 2.3 
per cent in its earlier forecast. 

“It’s pretty close to the 
long-run average pace of 
growth we’re going to see in

the economy,” Alexander, TD 
chief economist, said in an 
interview. 

The oil price shock — crude 
prices are trading at less than 
half of last year’s peak — will 
be seen in huge regional differ¬ 
ences on the economy. 

For the first time in more 
than a decade, Ontario could 
be the fastest-growing prov¬ 
ince in the country, Alexan¬ 


der said. 

“It’s a horse race between 
Ontario and B.C. Those prov¬ 
inces are going to feel like 
things are getting better. 
Growth rates will get close 
to three per cent,” Alexan¬ 
der said. 

“You can have a debate 
about whether Alberta will 
be in recession, but it’s going 
to feel like one.” 

TD sees the Canadian dol¬ 
lar declining to about 75 cents 
US over the next few quarters. 
That’s a decline of about 20 
per cent from its recent peak 
of 94 cents US in mid-2014. A 
Canadian dollar below about 
84 to 82 cents US is a competi¬ 
tive advantage for Canadian 
businesses, Alexander said.

How climate change is 
like World of Warcraft

Any militaiy strategist, chess 
player or World of Warcraft 
gamer will tell you that win¬ 
ning isn’t just about reacting 
to the situation at hand. If 
you really want to get ahead, 
you need to understand the 
big picture, have a strategy, 
and make each move with 
your end goal in mind. 

Canada should battle cli¬ 
mate change the same way. 

Wherever humans adapt 
to climate change, we stand 
to do even more damage if 
we’re not careful, accord¬ 
ing to a study published in 
the March issue of Nature 
Climate Change. Applying 
computer modelling to more 
than 40 years of climate data, 
the researchers found that 
in the U.K., the warming 
climate could supercharge 


the countiy’s agricultural 
potential. 

Reaping these benefits 
without thought to their con¬ 
sequences, however, would 
have significant negative ef¬ 
fects downstream — literally. 

The increased amounts 
of fertilizer needed for this 
expanded agricultural output 
would impact water quality, 
potentially causing U.K. riv¬ 
ers and streams to become 
choked up with algae, killing 
off existing ecosystems, de¬ 
grading water quality. 

This scenario could easily 
apply to Canada. We have a 
similarly temperate climate 
and more than eight times 
the cultivated land of the U.K. 

If we don’t consider — 
and regulate — the environ¬ 
mental effects of expanding 
our agriculture, the negative 
effects of taking advantage of 
greater arable land in Canada 
could be equally magnified. 

Agriculture isn’t the only 
area where adaptations could 


cause damage, say the auth¬ 
ors. The same effect could 
happen in sectors including 
power, forestry and fisheries 

— all crucial components of 
Canada’s economy. 

If managed wisely, Can¬ 
ada’s vast natural resources 
hold great opportunities to 
adapt to climate change. 

They also pose great risk if 
they’re mismanaged. Biofuels 

— a “green” energy source 
that may do more harm than 
good — are a good example. 

A 2014 report by the 
United Nations warned that 
growing crops for the pro¬ 
duction of biofuels drives 
up food prices by decreas¬ 
ing the availability of land 
available for food cultivation, 
puts pressure on the water 
supply, and still harms the 
environment with carbon 
emissions. 

The Canadian Arctic is an¬ 
other area where we need to 
tread carefully. As the Arctic 
thaws, would expanding our 


development and agriculture 
there create greater prosper¬ 
ity? Possibly in the short¬ 
term, but it also has the po¬ 
tential to damage one of the 
world’s most fragile wildlife 
habitats. 

To continue fighting cli¬ 
mate change and adapt to 
the changes that are already 
happening, we need to shift 
our perspective profoundly, 
weighing the risks and bene¬ 
fits of each adaptation to 
make sure we’re not trading 
one environmental disaster 
for another. 

As the study’s authors say: 
“Instead of waiting for eco¬ 
systems to be in danger and 
then tiying to save them, we 
can anticipate a potential 
problem and do something 
about it before it becomes an 
actual threat.”

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"We may have 
reproductive freedom, 
but economic freedom?" 


A freezer is a time machine, 
according to my parents. 
Cooked pasta, blocks of 
cheese — they've never met 
a food they won't freeze and 
expect to retrieve months 
later, unchanged. 

It's the same logic driving 
a wave of women into fertility 
clinics to press "stop" on their 
biological clocks. 

Elective egg freezing, once 
a fringe movement, is becom¬ 
ing mainstream. The U.S. com¬ 
pany EggBanxx hosts "egg 
freezing parties." A Vancouver 
fertility clinic has seen the 
number of interested women 
triple in the last five years. 

For a price of $7,000 to 
$11,000, plus extra for storage 
in a -197 C liquid-nitrogen filled 
tank that resembles a large 
soup pot, young women in 
cities across the country can 
freeze time for their eggs, like 
the stalled decay of dad's two- 
year-old chili. 

I say that's fantastic. For the 
young and female who might 
want kids someday, 35 is the 
baby-making cliff, after which 
the chance of getting preg¬ 
nant plummets. Egg-freezing 
gives you more time to get an 
education, find a partner and 
earn lots and lots of money. 

Because if a woman wants 
to unfreeze and implant 
her egg — for another few 
thousand dollars — and then 
actually raise her child alone, 
she'd better be rich. 

We may now have repro¬ 
ductive freedom, but eco¬ 
nomic freedom? Hardly. 

Even for the relatively priv- 
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ileged pulling in $80,000, like 
my friend, Sarah, let's call her. 

Sarah spent $11,000 to 
freeze her eggs because, 
like many others making the 
decision, she wants a child, 
but so far hasn't met the right 
partner. She didn't balk at the 
fertility costs. The number that 
finally got her was the cost of 
raising a kid in Toronto. Even 
with a great salary, she'd be 
left, she says, living in relative 
poverty. After rent and insur¬ 
ance, there' would be only a 
few hundred dollars left each 
month from her mat-leave pay 
to cover food, transit, diapers 
and whatever else a baby 
needs — and that assumes 
she would keep living in a one- 
bedroom apartment. 

Granted, Sarah lives in one 
of the country's most expen¬ 
sive cities. But increasingly, 
so do most of us. The cost of 
living in Vancouver or Calgary 
isn't cheap, either. 

What's the good of 
reproductive freedom if you 
can't afford a child on your 
own? And what does it say 
about our cities if a generous 
$80,000 isn't enough? 

Fertility clinics catering to 
single, baby-wanting women 
aren't responsible, of course, 
for informing Sarah and others 
about the cost of the actual 
baby. But the clinics may need 
to find some extra storage to 
house those frozen vats of 
eggs, because more and more 
single women aren't going to 
admit reproductive defeat. 
Economic defeat may be 
another matter.

As the days get warmer, chefs are 
switching to fresher, lighter fare and 
designing plates to match. Metro talks 
to some of Canada’s top chefs about 
on-trend plating for spring and how 
to copy their looks at home to im¬ 
press dinner guests — no chef tweez¬ 
ers or ring moulds required. 

“Let’s be honest, we’re slaves to 
Instagram,” said Chef Brett Howson of 
Toronto’s Parlor Foods & Co. Thanks 
to social media, presentation is more 
important than ever. “Flavour comes 
first, but we all know we eat with our 
eyes.” 

To create a lighter feel on the plate, 
chefs are plating along the sides or 
comer, or even plating on the rim. “It 
creates that negative space and light¬ 
ens things up,” said Chef Duncan Ly 
with Calgaiy’s Kensington Riverside 
Inn. 

Colour is another trend, say top 
chefs, as people long for the vi¬ 
brant pop of spring. This is achieved 
through the use of petite vegetables 
such as baby radishes and heirloom 
carrots, as well as micro-greens, 
herbs, shoots, buds and edible 
flowers. 

“As we move into spring, we want 
the plate to look light and have more 
height so that it has the appearance 
of sprouting and new beginnings 



— because it’s like a renewal in the 
spring,” said Chef Vanessa Bourget 
with Vancouver’s Exile Bistro. 

But simplicity can still involve 
complexity. “You want it to be 
complex in flavour, but you 
want it to look effortless,” 
she said. 

These days, even 
Michelin-starred 
chefs are taking 
a simpler ap¬ 
proach to food, 
said Chef 
Craig Flinn 
with Chives 
Canadian 
Bistro in 
Halifax. 

“There 


are a 
smaller 
number 
of ele¬ 
ments 


on a 

plate,” he 
said, “but 
they’re per¬ 
fectly 
executed.” 

Flinn also 
suggested creat¬ 
ing a more casual 
feel on the plate, 
but emphasizing ele¬ 
gance. “We’re hying to 
get away from the plain 
white plate,” he said. That 
means using different textures, 
such as wood, stone, tile and even 
handmade pottery. 

“The trend is moving away from 
contrived-looking food to a more nat¬ 
ural, free-flowing style of presenta¬ 
tion,” said Ly. “With farm-to-table be¬ 
ing more trendy, we see more of that 
rustic-looking plate ware.”

For anyone who’s snapped an 
Instagram picture of a bowl 
of fruit (10 million photos 
prove people do) and admired 
its natural beauty and sym¬ 
metry, take note: Don’t judge 
a fruit by its skin. 

The Ugly Food trend that 
emerged in Europe to re¬ 
duce food waste is taking 
off. And judging by the thou¬ 
sands of photos of misshapen 
apples, and mutant carrots 
hashtagged #UglyFood and 
#UglyFruit, people are dis¬ 
covering the unique visual 
beauty in imperfect produce.

Angelina Jolie 
goes back 
under the knife

Actress has 
preventive 
surgery to 
remove ovaries 

Oscar-winning actress Angelina 
Jolie revealed Tuesday that she 
has undergone more prevent¬ 
ive surgeiy, having her ovaries 
and fallopian tubes removed 
in hopes of reducing her risk 
of cancer. 

Writing in the New York 
Times, the filmmaker and phil¬ 
anthropist said that a recent 
blood test showed a possible 
early sign of cancer. The news 
came as a blow to the star, as 
she has already had a double 
mastectomy. 

“I went through what I im¬ 
agine thousands of other women 
have felt,” she wrote. “I told my¬ 
self to stay calm, to be strong, 
and that I had no reason to think 
I wouldn’t live to see my chil¬ 
dren grow up and to meet my 
grandchildren.” 

Jolie, 39, revealed two years 
ago that she carries a defective 
breast cancer gene that puts her 
at high risk of developing breast 
and ovarian cancer. 

Her mother died of ovarian 
cancer, and her maternal grand¬ 
mother also had ovarian can¬ 
cer — strong evidence of an 
inherited, genetic risk that led 
the actress to have her healthy 
breasts removed to tiy to avoid 
the same fate. 

The average woman has a 
12 per cent risk of developing 
breast cancer sometime during 


her life. Women who have in¬ 
herited a faulty BRCA gene are 
about five times more likely to 
get breast cancer. 

Jolie said that while having 
the gene mutation alone was 


not a reason to resort to surgeiy 
— other medical options were 
possible — her family histoiy 
influenced her decision to have 
further surgeiy now.

It doesn’t get much more off¬ 
road than this scene: I’m up to 
the middle of my winter tires in 
snow, climbing a steep path cut 
into the hill of a quarry. 

It’s part of an event Ford held 
recently in Quebec to demon¬ 
strate the overall ability of its 
all-new 2015 F-150 pickup truck. 

The biggest news about the 
popular F-150 is Ford’s weight¬ 
saving decision. By replacing 
the steel body with one made 
entirely from aluminum and 
using a more high-strength steel 
in the frame, Ford has changed 
its game entirely. 

Weight loss can improve fuel 
economy and also the truck’s 
overall capability, since the rat¬ 
ings include the weight of the 
truck, plus eveiything it’s carry¬ 
ing and towing. 

By reducing the truck’s weight 
you can transfer that amount to 
the load. The new F-150’s max¬ 
imum payload is now 1,497 kg 
(3,300 lbs.), while top towing rises 
to 5,534 kg (12,200 lbs.). 


Three engines are carried 
over from the 2014 model: a 
naturally aspirated 3.5-litre 
V6, turbocharged 3.5-litre Eco- 
Boost V6, and 5.0-litre V8. There’s 
also an all-new turbocharged 
2.7-litre EcoBoost V6 that does an 
excellent job of pulling around 
this lighter-weight truck. 

The idea behind the turbo en¬ 
gines is that they provide bigger- 
engine power when it’s needed, 
but deliver smaller-engine fuel 
efficiency when not. 

That said, if you’re the type 
who drives with your foot to the 
floor, or you tend to tow or haul 
a great deal, you will probably 
use far more fuel than the pub¬ 
lished figures suggest. 

I like how the F-150 drives: 
Even though it’s a big truck, that 
weight loss and its smooth steer¬ 
ing make it feel like it’s smaller. 

If there are any complaints, 
it’s that the ride can get bouncy 
on rougher roads, and the in¬ 
terior, while much improved, 
isn’t as notable as some of its 
competitors. 

However, the truck is impres¬ 
sive overall, whether tackling diy 
pavement, or the ice and snow 
of a rural Quebec road in winter. 

The pickup truck segment 
seldom sees a change as massive 
as the F-150’s construction, but 
I think this model is going to 
remain as popular with buyers 
as it always has been.

Among all the retailing experi¬ 
ences out there, buying a new 
vehicle at a dealership remains 
a unique one.

E-bike 
market 
revs up

Harley’s 
LiveWiremay 
give e-bikes die 
cool factor 

A global interest in mobility 
solutions for increasingly con¬ 
gested and polluted urban areas 
is leading to greater sales of elec¬ 
tric scooters and electric motor¬ 
bikes, particularly in emerging 
markets. 

According to the latest study 
published last week by Navigant 
Research, sales aren’t about to 
explode, but interest and de¬ 
mand are stable and continuous. 

Combined annual sales of e- 
bilces and e-scooters are expected 
to hit six million by 2024. Con¬ 
sidering that sales are forecast to 
hit 5.3 million over the course of 
2015, the number isn’t particu¬ 
larly high. However, it indicates 
that even though electrically 
powered scooters and motor¬ 
bikes are more expensive and 


limited in terms of range than 
gas-powered alternatives, they 
are starting to find a niche — 
that is getting bigger. 

“Although purchase prices 
remain relatively high and the 
availability of vehicles is limited 
in some regions, e-motorcycles 
and e-scooters offer an afford¬ 
able, efficient mode of personal 
transport for motorists, particu¬ 
larly in booming cities of the 
developing world,” says Ryan 
Citron, research analyst with 
Navigant Research. 

In 2015, a potential 4.1 million 
e-scooters will be sold, compared 
with 1.2 million e-motorbilces. As 
well as being fighter and more 
affordable, electric scooters are 
also more widespread in terms of 
companies making them. 

But we’re just taking the 
initial steps towards serious e- 
motorbilces that offer the same 
performance and feeling as gas- 
powered bikes, and the few that 
are on the market such as Zero 
Bikes or the Lightning, or the 
upcoming Harley Davidson Live- 
Wire, carry a hefty premium, afp

WOMEN'S WORLD CUP 

BC Place joins 
Commonwealth 
Stadium in 
updating pitch 

The ruckus over the use of arti¬ 
ficial turf at the Women’s World 
Cup may not have sparked a 
switch to grass. But it has likely 
played a part in improving some 
of the tournament turf. 

Changes to the surface at 
Edmonton’s Commonwealth 
Stadium had already been an¬ 
nounced. BC Place Stadium, 
whose turf drew the ire of Ger¬ 
man players among others, is 
also getting a new surface in time 
for the summer tournament. 

The 24-team championship 
kicks off June 6 in Edmonton 
and will conclude July 5 in Van¬ 
couver. Canada could play as 
many as six of its seven matches 
in those two cities if it advances 
to the final. 

The decision to use arti¬ 
ficial turf triggered a human 
rights complaint, subsequently 
dropped, from a group of elite 
female players last year. 

Don Hardman, chief of sta¬ 
dia for the tournament’s na¬ 
tional organizing committee, 
said changes are being made 
in Edmonton and Vancouver 
despite both surfaces meeting 


O UNIFORMITY 

While all the surfaces have 
to meet FIFA's standards, 
they can come from dif¬ 
ferent manufacturers. Don 
Hardman, chief of stadia for 
the tournament's national 
organizing committee, 
says they will look and feel 
the same. 


FIFA’s 2-Star standards when 
last tested. 

“Not only are we trying to 
ensure that all the turf across 
the country meets all the tech¬ 
nical specifications but there’s 
still some intangible qualities 


that we’d like to ensure are top- 
notch, whether it’s the player 
performance and perception 
of the surface,” Hardman said 
in an interview. “And also aes¬ 
thetically how it presents itself 
to the international TV audience 
are also key considerations that 
we’ve tried to address in those 
two markets.” 

The decision was made in Ed¬ 
monton due to aesthetic con¬ 
cerns over CFL markings show¬ 
ing on the pitch. 

There had been player com¬ 
plaints about the Vancouver turf. 

“We know that Vancouver is 
an issue,” Tatjana Haenni, FIFA’s 
head of women’s competitions, 
said in January of BC Place.

Former UFC heavyweight cham¬ 
pion Brock Lesnar ruled out a 
return to mixed martial arts on 
Tuesday, ending three years of 
speculation about the biggest 
pay-per-view star in the sport’s 
history. 

Lesnar announced he had re¬ 
signed with the WWE in an inter¬ 
view on ESPN’s SportsCenter. 

Lesnar said he was in training 
for a UFC return as recently as 
last week, even though he had 
developed conflicted 
feelings about it 
over the previous 


month. 

He finally decided to stick with 
professional wrestling only in 
the past two days, signing a new 
three-year deal with the WWE on 
Monday night when the promo¬ 
tion increased its financial offer. 

“The fighter in me wants to 
continue, but at this stage in 
my life, it ain’t just about me 
anymore,” Lesnar said. “You put 
your pride to the side. You 
four wife and your 
kids.”

1. Lightly coat a nonstick skillet with 
cooking spray and set over medium 
heat. Saute the corn for about 8 
minutes, stirring often until lightly 
browned.

Combine the 
pureed corn with the whole corn in 
a small bowl and set aside. 

2. Add the oil to a large, non¬ 
stick pot and set over medium 
heat. Add the onion and garlic 
and saute for about 4 minutes. 

Add the red pepper and saute for 
another 2 minutes. Add the po¬ 
tato, stock, chili sauce and corn 
mixture. Bring to a boil, then re¬ 
duce the heat to low and simmer, 
covered, for about 15 minutes or 
until the potato is tender. 



• 1 cup chopped onion 

• 11/2 tsp finely chopped garlic 

• 1/2 cup chopped 
red bell pepper 

• 1 cup peeled and diced potato 

• 2 1/2 cups chicken stock 

• 1/2 tsp hot chili sauce (or finely

• 2 tsp all-purpose flour 

• 1 cup canned evap¬ 
orated milk (2%)
